The stamps of Great Britaln's Viegin
Istande Lave plwoya been populanr with eols
lectors.  The postal veport of thiat co.ony for
he flecal year which ended in 1816 stowed
that this net losm on the workings of the post-
office wau $8700, whepreas in the yeur which
ended before the war began there wua n profit
of 355,000, & drop of more than $42,000. Te-
gording this differsnce, K. 1.
